WASHINGTON, Dec. 26—(U.P)— 
President Hoover is planning a 
shake-up in prohibitien enforce- 
ment personnel and other measu- 
res of a broad character to im- 
prove enforcement as a result of 
renewed agitation by Congression- 
al drys, led by Senator Borah of 
Idaho. 

The meassres to be taken, other 
than personnel changes; ,will be 
along lines recommended by the 
president’s law enforcement com- 
mission in reports ‘to’be issued 
soon after the new year. The 
treasury also. will submit recom- 
mendations to Congress, the first 
of which was announced today 
as unifications of border patrol 
agencies and limitation of ports 
of entry on both the Mexican and 
Canadian borders to “bottle up 
the borders.” 

The recent agitation came to a 
climax today when the president 
had Borah, his staunch _ prohibi- 
tion .campaigner of a year ago,j 
but now chief critic of the ad- 
ministration’s policy, at the White 
House for lunch. They talked 
about the prohibition | situation, 
and specifically, it is understood, 
fHout the Idaho Senator’s*sweep- 
ing, condemnation of enforcement 
personnel.

STARTING OF 
BAY, BRIDGE 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 26 --(U.P) - 
Secretary of War Hurley today ap- 
proved the application of TT. A. 
Tomasini of San Francisco for an 
entension until June 30, 1930, of 
the time limit for commencing 
construction of a bridge across 
Richardson Bay between Sausalito 
and Belvedere. 


Tomasini declared last night 
that he p'enned to. start econ- 
struction. of the bridge within 30 
days, 

Permission to erect a_ trestle 
bridge between Sausalito and Bel- 
vedere was granted by the War 
department last year. The bridge 
was designed as a Jink in the 
triangular chain of bridges con- 
necting Tiburon, Berkeley and 
San Francisco, | 

Tomasini declared that he is 
ready to go ahead almost at once 
on the Richardson bay bridge pro- 
ject. Plans for the other two 
bridges are now before the War 
department awaiting approval. 

The projects now before the 
War, mepartinents are for a high 
level bridge seven miles long con- 
necting Berkeley and Tiburon and 
a tube across the bay, north of 
Goat Island and connecting with 
the Berkeley—Tiburon bridge at
